FLAG PRESENTED TO THE GET- 


TYSBURG HItiH SCHOOL.

Labor Day was an Ideal one and the 


greater part of the citizens of Gettys- 
burg gathered at the point, York and 
Hanover streets, to witness the cere- 
mony of the presentation of a hand- 
some flag by the Patriotic Order Sons 
of America and Independent Ameri 
cans of this place to the Gettysburg 
High School. The front triangle pre- 
sented an inspiring scene, crowded 
with the schools and flanked on either 
side by crowds of people on York and 
Hanover streets. 
The front portico 


bad been arranged for the speaker's 
stand and was elaborately trimmed by 
Charles Little, janitor of the building. 


Tbe parade formed on High street 


promptly at 1.30 and led by the Citi- 
zens" Band, followed by a uniformed 
delegation of members of the P. O. S. 
of A. and I. A. M., and many others, 
moved down High street, down Balti- 
more, out Middle street to Washington 
street north on that street to Cham- 
ber sburg street and then eastward 
through the Square to the High School 
building. The school children of the 
town marched separately from their 
buildings to the same point. The in- 
teresting program was opened with an 
invocation by Rev. L. Dow Ott. Su- 
perintendent of Schools H. Milton 
Hoth then took charge as master of 
«eremonies and after the school chil- 
dren had sung "America," accompani- 
ed by Band, introduced J. C. Strayer, 
Past State President of the Patriotic 
Order Sons of America, who said in 
part as follows: 
"This is an occasion to appeal to 


every citizen. It will be a memorable 
occasion for years to come. The or- 
ders interested in the making of this 
occasion are particularly interested in 
the schools of this land. 
There are 


three principles which have come to us 
i'rom the fathers and have individualiz- 
ed the American nation. 
They are, 


that all men are born free and equal, 
Ihe delegation of powers to representa- 
tives and that the people have the say 
whether they shall be taxed or not. 
These principles have always been par- 
amount and they have been so because 
we are an educated people believing in 
schools. We have come to|g{||aj^on 
this auspicious occasion to float to t$|s 
breeze the Stars and Stripes. We bc- 
Jieve-th«r «American ~ambl«m to^ba th» 
most beautiful and the most significant 
of »11 flags in the worla. It is -ud has 
been an inspiration to every veteran, 
and should be an inspiration to every 
boy and girl, and for this reason the 
orders represented here seek to have 
a flag flying at every school house. It 
is because of the duty owed to that flag 
will the great ship of state go forward 
to its destiny. We lead the world to- 
day because we have educated the 
masses and every citizen should be in- 
terested in the schools and stand by 
what has made the nation great. We 
all love and respect the flag but some- 
times we forget to give it the rever- 
ence tlue it and it is well to have oc- 
casions like this to arouse us to the 
full significance of our citizenship. 
The, order; I-stand for here to-day is 
one that* concerns itself with the pub- 
Ms good and believers in the education 
of the children, sowing tfie seed for the 
building and protection of the nation 
to-morrow. We believe the standard 
of 'American citizenship should be rais- 
ed, , It is our duty to raise that stand- 
ard not only for the sake of others but 
for our ,own welfare. I esteem it a 
pleasure and .honor to see so many 
gathered- together here to-day. 
It 


shows your, good feeling toward the 
school and must encourage the senti- 
ment in your community that it is the 
right and proper thing to be graduated 
fwwi the public schools of your town." 


The Band played "Star Spangled 


Banner" while the school children sang 
the words, and at the conclusion Prof. 
Roth aaawunced that the flag given by 
the Patriotic Order Sons of America 
and Order of Independent Americans 
would now be presented by Judge S. 
McC. Swope. 


Judge Swope said in part, "I cer- 


tainly consider it a great honor on 
tnfe occasion to represent the two or- 
ders, the Patriotic Order Sons of 
America and Order of Independent 
Americans in presenting the flag to the 
High School. I don't belong to these 
orders for I came to the conclusion 
scant years ago that I was too old to 
join any more orders but if I under- 
stand 'Ihe principles underlying these 
orders T am heartily In accord with 
the principle? for which they stand. 
H is as true to-day as it ever was that 
the privileges and liberties we enjoy 
to-day are bought at the price of eter- 
nal vigilance. When this spot on 
which we stand was chosen for the 
High School building I felt the School 
Board had made a wise choice. I am 
in a reminiscent mood. I have never 
been a school director but by direction 
and indirection I have been through 
every school in the borough. I went 
through school after school in the old 
building on High street until I was 
allowed to graduate. All my children 
attended school in the Meade building 
aM my baby girl graduated this year 
a* this new High School building. The 
otce of school director la one of the

erecting this new building. It is hap- 
pily located, thoroughly equipped and 
honestly built aud soon there won't be 
any one in this town but will join in 
praise of their action. 


"1 want to say that these orders I 


represent to-day have presented the 
flag for a great purpose, to inspire the 
boys and girls to perform fheJr duties 
as citizens, as the coming sovereigns 
of our nation. The flag is presented 
to the school with the hope that it will 
be a constant reminder of the duties 
we owe our country. The waving of 
Old Glory in front of all the schools is 
due in large measure to the orders 1 
represent here. I believe our country's 
flag floating in the morning and even- 
ing air will leach the hearts of many 
citizens, old and young, so that out of 
them will spring that sentiment "M> 
Country 'Tis of Thee." 


"The great Hamilton had Once said. 


It is either for us to dig a grave in 
which to bury the hopes of ages or a 
pillar of cloud to lead to a promised 
land. Our nation is heaven's intended 
government for the children of men 
but it will never be an abiding bless- 
ing unless we as a people prove our- 
selves worthy. We must deserve the 
great privileges of our land or we will 
lose them. Let us all realize that there 
is a clarion call for duty at every elec- 
tion. . Let us all be as unwilling to ne- 
glect this duty in peace as to face the 
enemy in times of war. Liberty and 
privileges, as I said, are bought at tbe 
price of eternal vigilence and let us 
safeguard and protect them. This is 
what the flag we present to-day teaches 
Let us realize that the right to vote 
is not only a privilege but a duty and 
that we will be recreant if we neglect 
it. Let us remember that our civic 
duties should be as zealously perform- 
ed as our individual duties. Let us re- 
sent the use of money and improper 
motives at the polls. One of the les- 
sons of this flag raising is, how are you 
going to act and do as one of the pos- 
sessors of our great heritage, are you 
going to dig the grave or help to build 
the prow. I now present to the Get- 
tysburg High School on behalf of the 
Patriotic Order Sons of America and 
Order of Independent Americans our 
country's flag and it will soon fly from 
the pole generously presented by Sena- 
tor Martin, and erected by Wm. H. 
Johns." Judge Swope closed

Prof. W. A. Burgoon was then in- 


troduced by Prof. Rotn, and said: 


"On behalf of the people of Gettys- 


burg, and specially on behalf of the 
High School of Gettysburg, eit gives 
me great pleasure to accept "this flag 
so generously presented by your rep- 
resentative, Judge Swope. 
Your or- 


ders have always stood for the highest 
citizenship and your presence to-day 
4s a great inspiration and we hope 'this 
inspiration will be most helpful in our 
work. The flag is a symbol that stands 
for our dearest bought liberties and we 
can not see it without thinking of 
those who gave their lives for their 
country. The flag now represents to 
us a fight against vice and ignorance. 
We need your help in this struggle. 
As an army must have a base of sup- 
plies and a people supporting it, so 
we must have your support and your 
presence here means that you stand 
for all that is good for your schools. 
I thank the orders for their thought- 
fulness and kindness in presenting us 
with this emblem of this land of the 
free. Again on behalf of the High 
School I thank you." 


Prof. Roth then introduced State 


Councilor Edward Wilson of the Or- 
der of Americaan Mechanics, who 
opened his address by likening himself 
to the boys playing automobiling and 
after the front wheels, body and rear 
wheels represented by the boys had 
passed a poor lone boy was met who 
said he was the bad smell and the 
speaker thought he was in that posi- 
tion as the last thing that happens. He 
said he had traveled from the shore 
and arrived after the exercises had be- 
gun and came to show the appreciation 
of his order for what had been done. 
He referred to Dewey at Manilla and 
Schley at Santiago so that the sun 
never sets on the American flag but 
not satisfied with that we have annex- 
ed the North Pole. Do your duty at 
the ballot box for there is no greater 
admonition -that can come from the 
lips than what your Honorable Judge 
told you to safeguard your future. The 
speaker told of the two men in Pekin 
during the Boxer uprising, the Ameri- 
can pointing out to his Austrian com- 
panion the flag of the Emperor of Ger- 
many, of the Tzar, of the Mikado, but 
when he saw the Stars and Stripes, 
proudly pointed it out as "My Flag," 
one that did not belong to king, em- 
peror or tzar. • I never look at a flag 
raising without feeling that it will 
teach the boys and girls to respect 
their government. The speaker then 
referred to the criticism 
sometimes 


made against the orders as being 
against foreigners. 
He said that was 


a mistake. That they welcomed every 
foreigner able to appreciate the liber- 
ties of this country, but when he conies 
to tear down he is the man we do not 
want Our aim is to raise men's ideals 
and make them better men. In con- 
clusion be said the orders were to be 
congratulated in Joining hands ia the 
malting of tkfc occasion. 


After tbe Blfl fchoel Mandolin and 


Guitar Club had played a medley of 


national airs. Judge Swope ou behalf 
of the High School Alumni Association 
presented to the High School a piano 
bought of George E. Spangler, piano 
dealer, and said it was largely to the 
efforts of the President, John Sachs, 
that all arrangements had been com- 
pleted so as to present the piano at 
this time. Judge Swope also present- 
ed a set of eight volumes on Parlia- 
mentary Law, the gfft of Prof. J. Lowis 
Sowers. 


The very interesting and happy occa- 


sion closed with the benediction by 
Rev. L. Dow Ott and music by the 
Band.

BIG APPLE CROP PURCHASED 


ABOUT A HALFCROP.OF APPLES 


IS THE VERDICT. 


The Best Prices Ever Received for 


the Apple Crop Make This 


The Best Year. 


The apple buyers invaded the apple 


district last week and their presence 
created a stir in a number of sections 
of the county. The buyers came from 
Chicago, 
New 
York, Philadelphia, 


Chainbersburg and Hagerstown. 


Man\ reports have gone out about 


the apple crop ot this county, both that 
it was a failure and that it was going 
to be a bumper crop. The truth as we 
gather it from a number of owners of 
orchards and others is that the apple 
crop in a large number of the orchards 
is about a halt" crop or as some put it 
a good half crop, but the difference in 
prices between this packing, so that 
prices so far received are largely uni- 
form. 
W. N. Minnick ot Chambers- 


burg purchased the crop of H. L. 
Bream estimated at 300 barrels. Mr. 
Herman of Fayetteville purchased crop 
of James Lawver of Franklin township 
at $3 and Mr. Rothwell that ot AVm. 
Bittinger at from $3 to $2. depending 
upon variety of apples. 


Tyson Bros, of Flora Dale, purchas- 


ing tor Kimbell Co. of New York Citj, 
have so far been the largest buyers, 
having closed with John Shull of near 
Cashtowu, whose crop is estimated at 
3000 barrels at $3.25. and for crop of 
Adam Deardorff ot same township at 
same figure, whose crop is estimated 
at 1500 barrels and the apple jield of 
two years ago will result in more 
money being paid for the apple crop 
than two \ears ago. Indeed apples 
will bring more per barrel than ever 
before in the history of apple raising 
in this section. Two years ago they 
brought $2.25 and this year from 75 
cents to fl.OO more per barrel. The top 
price so far heard has been received 
by H. L. Bream of Cashtown. \\ho sold 
his Johnston apples at $3.50 a barrel, 
and the York Imperial crop at $3.00 a 
barrel. 
The latter seems to be the 


price at which most of the purchases 
are being made. In several instances 
only 52.50 was received but where that 
sum was paid the buyers are to do the 
packing and furnish the barrels, and 
where $3.00 is received the owner of 
Orchard furnishes barrels and does the 
packing. 


The .. Raffensperger 
orchards near 


Arendtsville have also been bought by 
the., same at $3.50 and the Bream or- 
caifras near Biglerville at the same 
figure. 


The sales so far include some of the 


largest orchards in the county but 
there are many orchards that have not 
sold. Many of these smaller orchards 
running several hundred barrels or 
les's will be picked up from now on un- 
til they are all disposed of. 


Kockey Cottage Burned. 


The cottage of Rev. C. H. Rockey, 


pastor of Lutheran church at Waynes- 
boro, located on the High Rock at Pen- 
Mar, burned to ground early last Sat- 
urday morning. Mrs. Ella Baylor of 
Baltimore was the tenant and conduct- 
ed a lodging house ana a dozen people 
were in the rooms. The fire started 
in dining room and the only theory of 
fire advanced is that some one entered 
cottage to rob it and carried a lighted 
lamp which exploded, as a sound like 
footsteps and an explosion were heard. 
There were a number of thrilling es- 
capes by boarders clad only in night 
robes. One man climbed down by a 
tree and helped his wife from the sec- 
ond story porch. Mrs. Saylor lost all 
her household goods. The loss of Rev. 
Rockey is about $800 with insurance of 
$600 and Mrs. Savior's loss about $700. 
The boarders lost nearly all their be- 
longings.

Oiled Streets. 


Oiled streets have been very success- 


ful in loronto, Canada, where a crude 
petroleum preparation to all its Mac- 
adamized streets with a total length 
of over 100 miles have been done un- 
der the supervision of the board of 
health of that city and the authorities 
State the process is cheaper than by a 
water sprinkling. Only one-fourth of 
a gallon to a square yard has been 
used. There would be about 80 square 
yards to every 30 feet of frontage and 
twenty gallons on this frontage would 
cost at 3 cents a gallon gut 60 cents a 
sprinkling. At such a figure a town 
should be dustless. Col. H. C. Dem- 
ming of Harrisburg, well known here 
had made an oil compound which the 
officers of Toronto declare to be the 
best, cheapest and most durable of any 
that they have used. 


School Directors in Session 


The School Directors of Gettysburg 


held their regular monthly meeting 
on last Thursday evening, and the 
matter of compulsory attendance was 
discussed. Truant Officer Utz report- 
ed that there were people who took an 
antagonistic point of view, and others 
who made all kinds of poor excuses 
tor nonattendance of their children. 
The board determined that they would 
leave nothing undone to put the com- 
pulsory law in full force, for eight 
months, that from Oct. 1st to end of 
school year every child in the town 
that should be in school must be 
there, and it was proposed to enforce 
the law even if parents would have to 
be prosecuted.

The world was electrified last Wed- 


nesday with the startling news from 
the Shetland islands that Dr. Freder- 
ick A. Cook of Brooklyn, had reached 
the Xorth Pole on April 21, 1908. He 
left New York on July 4th, 1907, and in 
less than a year hart reached the goal 
of the centuries. 


Dr. Cook is not a novice at explora- 


tion. He was a surgeon and ethnolo- 
gist in the first Peary expedition of 
1891-92, assistant in command ot" the 
Mi rail da expedition which ended iu 
disaster in 1894, surgeon and anthro- 
pologist ot" the Belgian Antartic expe- 
dition which was gone between the 
years 1897 and 1899 and surgeon in 
the Pear\ expedition ot" 1901. He was 
the first conqueror of Mt. McKinley in 
Alaska. 


His life leads, like that ot" a typical 


American. He was born in 1&6? in 
Sulilvan county, New York, ot" an old 
Dutch family. At death of his parents 
there was little estate left. 
Moving to 


Brooklyn he bought a milk route and 
earned

University. 
His 


liie from the start has been one of in- 
domnitable perseverance. 


His dash tor the North was made 


with all the modesty and determina- 
tion ot" the typical American. There 
was no blowing of horns in the prepa- 
ration. Only a few knew of his de- 
termination. Going north he finds the 
situation favorable for a dash. 
He 


travels as far as possible during the 
northern night and on Feb. 9, sunrise 
begins the final dash, and reaches the 
pole after thrilling experiences, with 
two Eskimos. The return trip is made 
under enormous difficulties and facing 
starvation at several points. The first 
word from him is sent from the Shet- 
land islands last Wednesday and Sat- 
urday he reaches Copenhagen and is 
received by the King of Denmark and 
given a tremendous welcome. He had 
with him a record of his observations 
taken daily and cursory examination 
of same by the leading explorers and 
scientists 
of Europe have satisfied 


them of the truth of the discovery of 
the" North Pole. 
>'ADr.' Cook is expected to return to 
America in about a month and will re- 
ceive a welcome from his own land 
that will probably ««clipsflr all welcomes 
previously given. 


It seems like a sequel that Com- 


mander Robert Peary Should telegraph 
from Labrador on Sept. 6th: "Stars 
and Stripes nailed to North Pole," the 
pole being reached on April 6, 1909 al- 
most one year after Dr. Cook had 
found the pole. 


An Opportunity for Our Schools.

In every school tbere are boys and 


girls who do not take to books but be- 
come interested in doing things with 
their hands. 
There are hundreds of 


children now in school who find it 
difficult to do mechanical things with 
their bands and brain. 
It would rid 


many a school room of the spirit of 
restlessness and develop a dilligenee 
that only employment of tbe hands 
can give.

start at that which will have much to 
do to make our schools up-to-date and 
more eflicient.

Importance is Apparent. 


'•The office of Justice of the Su- 


preme Court it- no long iu term, of such 
importance, involves eo great respon- 
sibilities and demands such high 
qualifications as to demand the serious 
consideration of every citizen of Penu- 
uylvania. We elect the President of 
tbe United States and the Governor of 
thie Commonwealth for terme of four 
years, and we choose our representa- 
J,jvf e ip Congress and in our State Leg- 
islature for two years, but the Justi- 
ces of the Supreme Court bold their 
positions for terms of twenty-one 
years, so that during that time five 
Presidents and an equal uurnber of 


. Pennsylvania's Governors will occupy 


their executive chairs, while ten Con* 
gressmen and legislators may have 
^followed, each other in Washington, 
and Harris-burg. 


^'Judged then by the length of term 


alone, the importance of tbe proper 
choice of our Supreme Court justices is 
most apparent; but measured by the 
power vested in that great tribunal it 
ie manifest that no office within the 
gift of the people, indeed no office of 
any kind, is of such paramount im 
portance as that held by those, who 
are chosen to sit in final judgment 
npon the rights of their fellow men. 
Legislation is created by our law- 
makers, with the power in the ex- 
ecutive only to approve or negative 
those laws, a power limited in ne- 
gation by the right of the lawmaking 
body to override tbe veto by a proper 
majority of its members. But with 
the Supreme Court rests the greater 
power not only of constructing legis- 
lation, but of actually nullifying it. if 
la there' judgment such laws are in 
violation of the Constitution. 


An Attribute of Divinity 


•'The executive authority also ex- 


tends, although in a somewhat limi- 
ted.form, to the appointment of cer- 
tain offices, but then only with Sena- 
torial , consent while the 
appellate 


courts may. if called upou, place the 


seal of approval upou the right 


to hold or the tenure of any office con- 
ferred by the gift of the executive, or 
even secured by the exercise of the 
elective franchise. 


"Important as are these duties of 


courts of last r.esort, there is a further 
power conferred upou these tribunals 
BO great as to elevate them above any 
other earthly position—a power which 
as one of the attributes of divinity— 


confined within the appointive power 
of the Governor, but always and only 
by and with the advice and consent ot 
the majority of the membprs of the 
State senate, a oody chosen bv the 
votes of the electors, answerable di- 
rectly to them, and iu every sense i 
therefore the representatives of the 
people of Pennsylvania. In the year 
and by the adoption of the amended 
constitution this system was abolish- 
ed, solely because the citizens of our 
Commonwealth demanded that all 
those who were to sit in judgment up- 
on their rights of life, liberty and pro- 
perty should be chosen directly by 
them. Jealous of these rights the peo- 
ple of our Commonwealth demandeu 
that they alone should be vested with 
this power, purposing thereby to pro- 
tent themselves from the great wrong 
which might be done them if the selec- 
tion of their judges should remain 
with one man, even though he might 
be the one they had elected as their 
executive and his choice required tUe 
approval of a responsible legislative 
body. 


Issue Before People. 


"Not for one moment did the voters 


for the constitutional amendment of 
1850 believe that by its approval they 
bad enabled that choice to be wrested 
from them by any body of men, how- 
ever important they might be, who 
were not chosen directly by them and 
voiced their will; much less could 
they have conceived that the time 
might come in Pennsylvania when a 
small number, and not clothed with 
any power directly from the people, 
could so manipulate politics or obtain 
such control of any party, that by or 
through any political machinery they 
could name any one of the members 
of a court having the power to pass in 
final judgment upon the right of all 
the citizens of this Commonwealth to 
their lives, their liberty, their honor 
and their property. 
If that condition 


has now been brought about we may 
as well say that there is an issue be- 
fore the people of Pennsylvania more 
important than any they have ever 
met and we may rest assured will be 
determined by them with no uncer- 
tain voice and for the full protection 
of their rights, to the end that this 
shall be a government by the people 
and under the law. 


Superlative Power. 


"He wdo may receive the favor of 


the majority of the suffrages of our 
people ou November 2nd, next, by an 
election as a justice of the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, will beendow- 
ed by them for tw»nty-oue years with 
superlative power over all that con- 
cerns every citizen's welfare and hap- 
piness.

1908, to furnish aud deliver '.0 mark- 
ers, to be made of Wiuusboro, is?. C.I, 
granite. 10 to be erected to the divis- 
ions of the Army of Northern Virginia 
and 20 to the div isious of the Aiuiv of 
the Potomac, on the Gettysbuig battle- 
Held. These markers have beeu erect- 
ed, except the oue to Kilpatrick's 
cavalry division, the site for which 
has betu selected, and the marker will 
be put iu place iu a short 
time. 


Brou?e tablets for the Confederate 
markers have beeu mounted upon tlie 
granite, which is 7 feet high, 50 inches 
wide, aud 24 inches thick: also a plate 
of bron/e with the letters "C. S. A.'' 
The inscriptions for the Tmon tablets 
have not yet been cast, but the corps

W. f. Oswald, General Manager of 


the Auburn Shale Brick Company 
visited the Gettysburg plaut last week 
and was very much pleased with the 
work accomplished at the plant here 
by Superintendent Tippery. 
Hun- 


dreds of thousands of brick have al- 
ready been made aud the company is 
able not only to supply all local de- 
mauds but are shipping their goods. 
The bricks are larger than the ordin- 
ary sized brick, so that a certain quan- 
tity of their brick will go much further 
than a like quantity of the ordinary 
size aud this tact makes their price to 
the local trade better than can be ob- 
tained elsewhere to which is added 
the extra fine quality of their material. 


The plant is experimenting with a 


force draught by tunnel to one of their 
kilns, aud if it proves successful all 
the kilns will be placed under force 
draught, which means a savins; in the 
making of brick, as it takes less fuel.

The Potato Stalk-Borer. 


Three specimens of potato stalks 


•were received by tbe Division of Zo- 
ology of the Pennsylvania Departmeut 
*>f Agriculture from Chester county, 
which had beeu killed by insects, aud 
information concerning the same was 
requested: 


State Zoologist Surface, iu reporting 


upon them, said : "The potato stalks 
you sent to us coutain iusects kuowu 
as Potato 8talb-borers. This pest can 
uot be killed after It enters the stalk. 
The only thing to do is to pull and 
burn the diseased viues as soou as the 
iusects are discovered. Do uot let the 
viues lie arouud to wilt, but burn i 
them as soou as they have become in- j 
Jested. This disposition of the viues 
may demand co-operation by other 
persons in tbe neighborhood, if their 
potato stalks have beeu attacked, but 
it may be the ouly way to prevent a 
serious outbreak of the pest:-, aud 
great loss in the next year.
